Dear Editor, 

In her article comparing the higher 
education policies of the Labor Govern- 
ment and Liberal-National Opposition 
(Issue #14 1992), Fiona MacDonald 
thanked “both Ministers for making 
themselves available to a scumbag stu- 
dent newspaper” . I would like to point 
out that Dr David Kemp is NOT a Minis- 
ter and anyone who believes in free 
education will hope he never becomes 
one! 

Should the unthinkable occur and Dr 
Kemp becomes the Education Minister, 
it is only a matter of time before full 
university fees are introduced. Dr.

T 'he electoral season is always a dangerous 
time to venture near the television for 
your daily dose of mindless procrastination. The 
circus has begun and the animals have entered 
the arena. Unfortunately for us this show has 
been raging for a year now, ever since the Liber- 
als launched their (first) baby, Fightback! As 
usual, the performance has degenerated into a 
mud- slinging brawl. The path has been carefully 
• laid for us to follow by our caring guardians, the 
United States of America. Our illustrious Prime 
Minister forges ahead with such gems as “You 
mangy maggots” and “You festering slime”. But 

fear not, the Libs have snagged the campaign 
managers of the Republicans and you can expect 
to see some dirt soon. 

This seems to be an unavoidable aspect of the 
adversarial system upon which our political sys- 
tem hinges. To challenge that one would have to 
question the liberal basis of our society. The 
Liberal’s latest television advertisement is 
enough to force even an ANU Eco-Law student 
to do just that. The ad has you looking through a 
gun at a target focused on innocent pedestrians - 
needless to say, all innocent, white, white-collar- 
worker pedestrians. The message is simply, 
‘You’ll be next’. It is completely individualistic; 
it is aimed at our most selfish, self-protective • 
side. Hewson seems to have given up discussing 
issues such as Medicare, social benefits, even 
the GST; he is concentrating all his energies on 
scare tactics. He has not even.exploited the one 
million unemployed figure to rage about what 
Labor has done to the populace of this fine coun- 
try, he merely says “Watch your own arse”. 

Both parties are zeroing in the ‘hip pocket 
nerve’, offering cash prizes, as if imitating Tony 
Barber in Sale of the Century. Labor’s advertise- 
ment has Keating adding up your shopping bill 
as it would be under a Liberal Government. 
Keating is the man who educated the Australian 
public in Economics, so now the lay-person 
casually throws around Eco-jargon. But he 


seems to have realised that Economics is not 
enough to win an election. He has picked 
women as the possible marginal voters and 
produced a complete package to woo them 
with. He may be a hypocrite for such an enor- 
mous tum-around but at least the turn was made. 

Labor have presented an impressive well-re- 
searched, substantial package covering: health 
and well-being; child care; violence against 
women, employment; education and training. 
Labor has already subsidised many research and 
training services and the effects seem hopeful 
thus far. Hewson has been slow with a response 
and attempts so far have been feeble. His re- 
sponse in the televised debate was that the Lib- 
erals have policies for women, namely flexitime 
that “Will allow women to leave work early to 
pick up the children”. This shows an obvious 
lack of understanding of modem women and 
their goals. Hewson seems to believe that all 
women really want is to leave work and have 
more time for the kiddies — give them that and 
they will stop complaining about this sexism 
thing. Pre-election promises are by their nature 
unconvincing; one cannot help wondering why, 
if these policies are so good, they were not insti- 
gated ten years, ago. We have to look at the re- 
sults we have witnessed to date. 

Is this really “The recession we had to have”? 
It is a hard line to run because people are natu- 
rally selfish and very short-sighted. The idea of 
suffering for the future common good is an un- 
popular one: most of us have an immediacy 
complex. This is one reason Keynes’ theories 
will never work. Basically Keynes aimed to 
smooth the natural economic highs and lows as 
much as possible. By countering booms in pri- 
vate spending with decreases in Government 
spending, and softening the busts with greater 
Government spending, the ride would become 
more settled and stable. Now this is popular 
when times are bad but in boom times money is 
flowing and people would be resentful if you cut 
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Government spending and welfare when the 
country is prosperous. Having to pander to pub- 
lic opinion hampers the best laid plans. And that 
is why Keating is so unpopular: for years he was 
responsible for all the nasty decision-making 
while Hawke preened and kissed babies. Hawke 
has since back-tracked as a revenge on Keating 
after their tiffs. He always wanted to take credit 
for successful actions during their partnership 
but has now laid all the blame at Keating’s door. 
Either he was presiding over a Government and 
responsible for all decisions made or Keating 
was the man in control. 

A lot of the dislike Keating faces seems to be 
for fairly superficial reasons: he is sharp, impa- 
tient, he has expensive tastes. He comes across 
as a snob; a stark contrast to Hawke, the average 
bloke’s bloke. Hewson is a fairly unknown fac- 
tor. In the short time he has been around he has 
not blossomed under the favourable conditions 
of Keating’s unpopularity. He is hated for his 
policies, not his personality. For those of us who 
care about such matters as a good social welfare 
system, Hewson may the greater evil but less is 
expected from him. Labor is expected to better 
represent the working class and idealistic Uni- 
versity students, so their apathy or antipathy is 
viewed in a harsher light. However this is not the 
case in Britain: the Tories have been in power 
for as long as I can remember and they continue 
to shaft the working class. But who votes them 
in? Primarily those very same oppressed prole- 
tariat. It is a retarded form of snobbery; most of 
these people support unfair social divisions, they 
just believe they have mistakenly ended up with 
the wrong mob. Canberra has always been the 
opposite: primarily middle-class yet a safe Labor 
seat. Any rational, self-interested Canberran 
would no longer consider voting Liberal given 
the slaughter the they have in mind for our little 
township. Shafting Canberra always wins votes 
elsewhere in the country though. 

At times it seems unfortunate that we do not 
have a third serious contender to turn to when 
he two primary options seem unpalatable. But 
that can turn nasty too, as in Britain, where The 
opposition vote is split between the fighting 
Labor and Liberal factions, resulting in the To- 
ries maintaining power when sixty percent of the 
country voted against them. We should never 
have such a monstrous situation occurring in 
Australia, simply because we have a better vot- 
ing system, one with preferences. The point is 
that people do not appear to be any more satis- 
fied with more than two parties. 

Hopefully people will not become so firus- 
trated that they will attempt to launch their own 
political career: we are all victims of such at- 
tempts in the ACT Legislative Assembly. In- 
stead we could try our best to laugh off the 
childish jibes and meaningless rhetoric, to put 
aside our personal dislikes. We should look at 
the policies on offer when making a decision and 
be sure to vote. Or we could start lobbying, pro- 
testing, hunger strikes? Unlikely: we are all too 
apathetic or ignorant or just too busy watching 
‘Beverly Hills 90210’.

Students are being given a raw deal by their Sports 
Union. Despite paying their General Services Fee 
and marking the appropriate box to become mem- 
bers, students still aren’t entided to use of their 
Sports Union facilities free of charge. 

Students’ Association members are not hit with an 
additional fee for use of their facilities, why is there 
a distinction drawn between the SA and the Sports 
Union? 

The unwavering pursuit of profit by student unions 
does little to improve- the welfare of the students 


they claim to represent. Perhaps the Sports Union 
should be cut off from GSF funding, until the 
facilities are provided free of charge to all mem- 
bers? 


As we begin a new year in student politics, we can 
be certain of one thing — ANU Liberal Club policy. 
Every year the Liberals focus their limited intellect 
and energy on a few inconsequential issues includ- 
ing supposed financial mismanagemei in the S tu- 
dents’ Association (SA), presumed deceit in the 
use of SA telephones. Voluntary Student Union- 
ism and the General Services Fee. 


they can offer Australia’s youth. WhilstDrHewson 
holds a fervent belief in “Classical” Unemploy- 
ment, even he would have to admit that lowering 
real wages is not a guaranteed solution to Austral- 
ia’s unemployment problem. It is apparent that the 
reforms suggested by the Liberal Party have more 
to do with supplying cheap labour to business than 
providing assistance to the unemployed. 

Hewson also plans to cut savagely in to govern- 
ment expenditure and as a result fewer services 
will be available to Australians. Services like 
Medicare will be cut back so that only pensioners, 
health care card holders and veterans will be bulk 
billed. 
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The remarkable thing is that the Liberals can’t 
even get a new face to deliverthe message. So each 
year we are forced to listen to political dinosaurs 
coming out with the same unimaginative drivel. 
Given the pasting they have received in the past 
two student elections you would think that a change 
in direction is required. Yet, it is abundantly clear 
that even after years of floggingthe same old issues 
the Liberals are unable to recognise the futility of 
their efforts. All they do is complain that people 
blame them for everything that is wrong in this 
university. It must be tough being a Liberal! 


The Feral Abacus’ backflip has resulted in any- 
thing but a perfect landing. While the rougher 
edges of Fightback! have been smoothed, the policy 
fundamentals remain intact The conunitment to a 
GST remains, only now it is more complicated. 
Some basic food items are going to be zero-rated, 
but take-away food {including all food sold at this 
university) will be taxed at the full 15%. 

The Coalition’s reactionary stance on Industrial 
relations remains unchanged after Backflip! The 
$3 per hour AUSLAVE proposal is still the best 


Women will have no opportunity to fight sexual 
harassment or discrimination in their woriqplace 
when Dr Hewson abolishes Affirmative Action 
agencies. 

Students will also suffer under Fightback because 
the AUSTUDY budget will be cut by $90 million. 
As a result all students who currently receive $60 
a fortnight or less in AUSTUDY grants will have 
their payments terminated. Fightback! also does 
not rule out student loans in lieu of AUSTUDY 
grants. 

In effect Hewson is following in the footsteps of 
Jeff Kennett by postponing the nasties until after 
the election. His fundamental philosophies haven ’t 
changed at all, we can expect the GST to be back 
on food and the unemployed off benefits after nine 
months if he wins the election. The only thing that 
will hold up the return to the original Fightback is 
the re-programming of Peter Reith. 

Dr Hewson said he would resign if Fightback! was 
changed, now he says “Quite frankly, I will resign 
if it is changed back.” The question is who would 
be fool enough to believe him? 


HOW TO STOP THE LIBERALS: 


The fight against the Liberals took a step for- 
ward when the National Union of Students 
(NUS), at its December ’92 conference voted 
unanimously to support the fight against the 
Hewson/Kennett agenda. 

Delegates voted to oppose the Kennett 
government’s attacks on working people and 
students, to support union campaigns against 
Kennett, student groups organising against the 
Victorian government, and the building of a 
national campaign to fight attacks from the 
Right across the country. 

We face an uncertain future on campus. If 
the Liberals are elected we can be assured of 
facing a sharp increase in the attacks students 
have faced over the last six years. The Kennett 
‘experiment’ will be extended across the entire 
country. On campus this will mean the smashing 
of Student unions, the introduction of up front 
fees, the further corporatisation of student serv- 
ices, and massive cuts in the federal education 


budget with a consequent decline in facilities. 
On the other hand if we look to the Labor party ‘ 
as saviours from on high, then we can’t expect 
much better-after all they began the destipction 
of free education, and have laid the basis for the 
Hewson agenda. 

The significance of organising ourselves 
around NUS is the union’s ability to coordinate 
and launch campaigns that involve the greatest 
number of students as possible-the power of 
collective struggle. However NUS is not a 
perfect institution and we cannot wait for it to 
move on these issues. The campaign against 
education cuts it organised last year were initi- 
ated from below, by activists on campus. Yet 
without NUS it would have been impossible to 
generalise the campaign throughout the country 
and campus based activists would have been 
isolated and neutralised. This is what the Liber- 
als want to do, divide and conquer, smash the 
ability of everyone, students and workers, from 
organising collectively against the power of 


bosses, the small minority that control the wealth 
generated by working people. This ruling class, 
the Kerry Packers of the world, dug their way 
into the current recession and arc hell bent on 
making ordinary people pay for it-the 
unquenchable pursuit of profit rolls on. 

When Liberals talk about ‘freedom of 
choice’, there is only one type of freedom they 
are concerned about, the freedom to exploit. 
When they talk about the ‘freedom’ of ‘volun- 
tary’ unionism, all they are interested in is 
ceeping people divided so attacking us is easier, 
rhe union makes us strong. 

After two disastrous years controlling the 
Students Association (SA), the Liberals were 
soundly defeated in the 1991 SA elections. Their 
hack and slash policies turned them into the 
most hated political figures on campus. Do not 
be deceived-the Liberals are a formidable force 
when students are demobilised. Their power 
stems from their class position and they are

In a journalistic scoop to rival the best **New Idea” and *^omens Weekly” have to offer, our intrepid 
reporter Matthew Sag ventured out of his ofhce, down the corridor and around the comer to ask a series 
of probing questions of the 1993 Students Association President, Rath Cummins. 


Kath Cummins (Green Alliance) was 
elected as SA president late last year in 
something of a land slide. Her most threat- 
ening opposition came from another candi- 
date who dressed in a chicken suit and 
played guitar. 

■ Before becoming SA president Kath 
was Vice President of the ANU Debating 
Society and active in a number of campus 
issues, including funding for clubs and soci- 
eties and student housing. Increased sup- 
port of clubs and societies will be priority for 
the new administration as, according to 
Kath “life would be bloody boring without 
them.” 

As well as supporting Clubs and Soci- 
eties, Kath believes another role of the SAis 
to represent students within the iiniversity 
administration. This is especially impor- 
tant now as “students today have it much 
tougher than in our parents generation, 
Austudy is lower in real terms and part time 
work is less available.” Kath recognises 
that any decision that the xmiversity that 
makes that costs students money — ^like the 
new whiz bang student card, the decision 
last year to sell off student housing or 
changes to the provision of child care- af- 
fects students in a very real way. For some 
it is the difference between being able to 
continue studying or not 

- The SA also provides services tor stu- 
dents, like the Womens room, the Welfare 
Officer, basic inquiry services and, by sec- 
ond semester, legal services as well. 


Being a reasonably savvy student^ ->li- 
tician Kath refused to predict who is going to 
win the upcoming Federal election saying 
that it was “too close to call.” When asked if 
it mattered, she was a little more forthcom- 
ing saying that although “the Labor govern- 
ment has done some awful things to Aus- 
tralian universities over the last ten years,” 
HECS, student loans, amalgamation and 
making Bob Hawke an ANU professor spring 
iihmediately to the author’s mind, “a liberal 
government would be much worse.” 

Kath argues that the Liberals are of- 
fering us a market driven university system 
with up front fees, student loans and self 
funding research becoming more the norm. 
A Hewson government would undo the re- 
forms of the Whitlam era and reintroduce 
the link between wealth and access to edu- 
cation, which, as Kath points out, “is great 
news if you’re rich and stupid, but simply 
imfair if you are not.” 'This brand of dry 
supply side economics has been rejected in 
the US with the election of the Clinton 
administration, after the Republicans gave 
the world the trickle down effect. Junk bonds 
and the Savings and Loans scandals, and 
this is what Hewson with the aid of his 
Republican advertising specialists offers us 
now. 

Being an aspirant to the dizzy heights 
of a job with “New Idea” or even “Womens 
Weekly” I thought the interview would not 
be complete without trying my hand at a 
selection of bimboesque questions designed 
to project women as objects rather than 
people who really do not belong in a mans 
job anyway. 










I asked Kath where she got her clothes 
and she replied “Well these are my ex- 
boyfriends actually but don’t teU him or he’ll 
try and take them back.” When asked how 
it felt to be a woman in a mans job Kath 
answered as her Jewish heritage dictated 
with another question. “Is it really a man’s 
job?” and then went on to point out that she 
was the third female president in as many 
years. 

Luckily most of us will never be SA 
President but apparently this is how it feels. 
“It’s daimting and exiting, you realise that 
one person can make a difference but that 
doesn’t mean you have to be SA president to 
do it”. It is also kind of scary when you 
realise just how much the churning wheels 
of the university bureaucracy can affect 
people. The important thing to remember is 
that if you don’t like something within the 
university or one of the faculties, complain 
about it to me, or one of your SRC reps — 
thats what we are here for.” 


willing, ultimately, to do anything to protect it. 
While they preach about ‘common’ interests it 
isn’t that hard to see they are the direct repre- 
sentatives of the parasitic exploiter class, the 
very same that urge on Kennett and Hewson, 
screaming for more and deeper attacks upon the 
population in the defence of their privilege. 

This year on campus we will have the 
opportunity to strike a blow against the Liberals. 
To forge a fighting union we have to take the 
fight into every nook and cranny of the univer- 
sity, and take on the Liberals at every opportu- 
nity.

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ANTI STUDENT UNIONISM REARS ITS UGLY HEAD AT ANU 


Did you notice the boxes on your enrolment 
form? The small boxes in the corner which you 
were instructed to tick if you wanted to be a 
member of the Students’ Association? It seems 
that the University bureaucracy is paranoid at the 
prospect of legal action over universal member- 
ship of the Students’ Association. 

WHAT HAS THE UNIVERSITY DONE? 

Up until now, all enroled undergraduate students 
were a utomatically members of the Students’ 
Association. This meant that the association 
could not only operate a range of diverse serv- 
ices for its membership, but it could claim to be 
truly representative of students. With universal 
membership 100% of undergraduates have the 
right to vote in the election of student repre- 
sentatives, in addition to this all students have 
the right to participate in, and vote at General 
Meetings of the association. Anything less than 


rights to participate in such decisions. 

Universal student membership gives the Stu- 
dents’ Association maximum credibility within 
the University when representing the views and 
interests of students. Even the Australian Vice 
Chancellors Committee (AVCC) supports uni- 
versal membership of student organisations, 
claiming that ‘only student organisations which 
have all students as members can claim to repre- 
sent their interests fully. Limited membership 
would institutionalise the representation of 
minorities. Non-members would have lio way of 
having their interests either served or repre- 
sented. The AVCC argues that only universal 
membership can properly guarantee democratic 
representation of all students..’ 

All students benefit from having their Students’ 
Association monitoring and participating in 
faculty and university decisions which determine 
the conditions under which students study. The 
higher education environment is changing at a 


rapid pace - funding is continually cut while 
student numbers increase each year, policy and 
course requirements are in flux. Now more than 
ever there is a vital need for a highly effective 
and vigilant Students’ Association to deal with 
such issues and protect student concerns. Per- 
haps this is exactly what the University is afraid 
of. Your Students’ Association exists to ensure 
that student interests are not compromised. 
Exponents of anti-student unionism are seeking 
to remove the effectiveness of the Students’ 
Association to do this. 

WHAT ARE THE LIBERALS PLOTTING TO 
DO? 

The ANU Students’ Association can only be 
genuinely accountable to students and and retain 
autonomy in deciding which activities are given 
priority when it acts with universal membership. 
A more insidious threat is the absolute destruc- 
tion of your association. The Liberal party is 
committed to such a destruction of student 
organisations. Fightback! lists the Liberals’ 
policy explicitly - to introduce so-called “volun- 
tary student unionism” Australia wide. The 
intention being to destroy the effectiveness of 
student organisations. This of course is depend- 
ant on the election of a federal Liberal govern- 
ment. 

Our University has however pre-empted this by 
attempting to introduce its own system of anti - 
student unionism. Is this an attempt to begin the 
slow destruction of your students’ association, or 
is the University merely running scared? 

There have been a number of cases before the 
courts in Australia in which individuals have 
attempted to argue against universal membership 
- on the grounds that such membership is con- 
trary to freedom of association provisions in 
international covenants. In all of these eases 
such arguments have been found to be invalid. 

So why is the ANU administration mnning 
scared? 


The decision to introduce the tick a box system 
was made without consultation with students. 

No input from students was sought, despite the 
fact that the decision has the potential to greatly 
alter the effectiveness of the students’ own 
association. 

The ANU is especially vulnerable to changes in 
federal education policy because (unlike other 
universities) the ANU was established under a 
federal Act This means that if there is a change 
in government there is a very real chance that the 
ANU will be used as the lab rat for the deluded 
policies of a Liberal government.. .in other words 
we will be fucked over. Student services will be 
reduced in both member and diversity, there will 
be reduced student control of student affairs, 
services will be run on the user pays system (and 
you wont be able to afford them!), in addition 
the universal representation which the SA now 
offers will cease to exist. The services and 
representation which your SA currently offers 
will be destroyed. It is for these reasons that a 
change to the SAs’ constitution is of the utmost 
urgency. 

If you would like more information on the issues 
surrounding anti student unionism and the 
effects of a policy of voluntary student unionism 
on your association contact the ANU Students’ 
Association. This issue is of the utmost ur- 
gency to us all so join the battle to defeat the 
university’s action and come to the first SA 
general meeting and support the constitu- 
tional amendment which will protect univer- 
sal membership.

By now you’re probably well and truly tired of reading dry reports. I’d 
rather not add to the list of valium in print so I thought I’d just give a brief 
introduction. As general secretary of the ANUSA I’ll be responsible for a 
number of things, including calling, chairing, and compiling the agendas 
for general meetings.

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Treasurers Report 

Iwould like to start this report by offering my congratulations Amanda 
Chadwick and Andrew Pearson for their excellent work last year. The 
Liberal/BOT years were a time where student interests were undervalued and 
the priority was cutting services rather than providing them. Amanda and 
Andrew stopped the rot and have laid a foundation from which we can provide 
better student services and better student representation. Hooray! 

In my experience with other organisations, I have found that treasurers 
are the most annoying people to deal with. They are usually only concerned 
about ‘the money’ rather than what the money is used for. Often they are 
reluctant to provide full information to their members and use tricky account- 
ing procedures to confuse people. I hope I don’t develop a treasurers’ mind. 
I will work hard at providing open and honest accounts and make sure that 
students are the priority rather than money. 

The last three months have been rather busy as we. set up and plan our 
agenda for 1993. Kath, Rebecca and I attended the National Union of Students 
AGM in Victoria. We found that we have by far the smallest and most 
underfunded Students’ Association. Because of this we cannot provide all the 
representation and run all the campaigns we should, nor can we offer all the 
services or the activities that other universities do. We hope this will change. 
Having said this, it does seem that we have one of the most efficient 
Associations that provides a huge range of services and activities at low cost 
(see the Students’ Association article). This year we hope to expand our 
activities and get even more value for your money. 

WHAT’S HAPPENED SINCE DECEMBER ONE 

In the next few weeks we will receive our GSF money (about $98 000) 
from the University. When that is received I will provide a full run down of 
what has been spent and what our income has been. We have received quite 
a few thousand dollars from the sale of our old photocopier, the repayment of 
emergency and clubs and society loans and.from our bookshop. I’ll be clearer 
next edition of Woroni. Below is a brief description of what has been spent 
over the last three months. 

Emergency student loans 

If you are having temporary financial problems such as paying your 
rent, buying textbooks or you don’t have enough money for food then the 
Students’ Association has an emergency loans service that can provide up to 
$80. Since December we have provided about 36 loans. If you need one come 
into Associations’ office, fill in a form and bring some ID. 

O’Week 

Anna and Dom have organised what looks like being a huge week. It 
seems that they will come well within in their $5000 budget. Also the O’Week 
Handbook paid for itself. More details next Woroni. 

Clubs and Societies 

At the last General meeting it was approved that the Debating Society 










could go directly to the GSF committee to apply for a grant to allow four 
debaters to go the World Debating Championship. The Committee agreed to 
give a grant of $3000 to the Student’s Association to give to the debaters. 
They did extremely well, both teams getting to the semi finals and also ANU 
for the second year ruining got the best speaker in the world. This result makes 
us perhaps the best debating uni in the world! 

The Music School Students’ Association received their grant of $1200 and we 
welcome the music and arts school students to the SA. 

At the moment I am not authorised to give out grants to Clubs until the new 
Clubs and Societies committee for 1993 is elected, but I provided loans to 
Aktion Surreal, Republic 2001 (BBQ Deposit) and the Debating Society 
(Deposit). The Alternative Science Handbook and the Womens’ Orientation 
Handbook have both applied for grants. 

Conferences 

As mentioned Kath, Rebecca and I attended the NUS National Confer- 
ence that cost $700 and $120 for transport. Also Damien Hamwood, Rebecca 
and I attended the ‘Setting the Agenda’ Conference at a cost of $270 (we paid 
our own transport and accommodation). These conferences were very useful 
in developing ideas, finding information on the issues affecting students and 
sharing information with other university student organisations. If you want 
to know more about the conferences, please don’t hesitate in coming to talk 
to us. 

Administration 

As you may know our old Administrative officer, Sebastian Desiel has 
left us to return to university. We will miss him very much. Our new Admin 
person is Gavin Findlay who has settled in really well. He is very cool so why 
don’t you come in and say hi. He can provide you with information and try 
and sort out your problems. There were costs in the change over, mainly a 
superannuation payment and advertising costs, 

Each year the S A accounts have to be audited and the year before last (the last 
year of the Liberals/BOT) the books were not of auditable quality so the 
auditor needed to do $1500 
worth of accounting. Last year 
we employed our own account- 
ant who had just graduated. In 
doing so we saved $800 in ac- 
counting costs. This year we 
going to try and reduce this cost 
further by installing some com- 
puter accounting software and 
making monthly reconciliations 
rather than doing it at the end of 
the year.

JOIN RESISTANCE 
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STATEMENT TO STUDENTS ON CONFIDENTIALITY OF PERSONAL INFORMATION. 


This is a statement of the University’s obligations in rela- 
tion to the personal information which we hold about you. 

Students are entitled to protection of their privacy, as are 
staff and others who might have dealings with the Uni- 
versity and the University is subject to the provisions of 
the Privacy Act 1988 (Cth). Privacy considerations apply 
to a great deal of information the University may hold 
about students, including factual data (address, age, en- 
rolment status, etc.), academic progress (examination 
results, evaluation and assessment and academic stand- 
ing) and personal welfare (family matters, medical mat- 
ters, financial matters, etc.). 

Staff of the University may require access at times to 
personal information about you in your interests. To the 
extent that the information is private, the University will 
restrict access to those staff who may need the informa- 
tion in order to carry out their responsibilities in your 
personal and/or academic interests as a student of this 
University. 

The University will not disclose personal information 
about you to other students, to people outside the Univer- 
sity (other than in accordance with any legal or academic 
obligation) or to staff who have no need of access to the 
information, unless you tell us, in writing, that you have 
given your permission. 

This means that we do not release any information we 
hold about you, including your address, or your results, 
even to close relatives, without your permission. 

There are some exceptions to the general application of 
this policy, which may reflect obligations imposed on us 
by law. These include the following: 


We inform Austudy of your enrolment details (but not 
your results) if you are receiving payments; 

•0- We release statistical information to the Department of 
Employment, Education and Training (DEBT) as noted on 
your enrolment form; 

^ We teU the Australian Taxation Office about your HECS 
liabilities each semester (you consent to this by signing 
your Payment Options form); 

^ If you are an overseas student we give the Department 
of Immigration, Local Government and Ethinic Affairs, 
Australian International Development Assistance Bureau 
(AIDAB) and DEBT certain information which we are re- 
quired to release; 

If you are in receipt of social security benefits then we 
may be asked to provide information to the Department 
of Social Security; 

❖ If you are alleged to have committed a criminal of- 
fence, we may be requested to assist the police with per- 
sonal information about you for the enforcement of the 
criminal law; 

^ If you transfer to another tertiary institution we may 
release to that institution information about your aca- 
demic progress at this University, although normally you 
will have consented to this in your application to the new 
institution; and 

^ If your re-admission to an Affiliated College or Hall of 
Residence is dependent on your academic results, we may 
provide your results to the College or Hall.

MONEY FOR SOMETHING 


Why the Austudy/Abstudy Loans Scheme 
may not be such a great financial move 

after all. 


Last year the Government magnanimously introduced the 
Austudy/Abstudy Supplement. They pointed out that if 
you’re trying to live, study and have a social life on $118 
a week or even less, an extra $75 sounds like a life-sav- 
ing deal. After all, all you are trying to do is get an edu- 
cation, help the future of the country and enjoy yourself a 
little. Unfortunately, the Government forgot to give you a 
few reasons why you should not sell yourself to the 
Austudy Loans Scheme. 

Let us begin with the data given to you in the glossy 
“Supplement 1993 Information Booklet’. The Government 
is very kindly letting you trade in up to $2000 of the 
GRANT you already receive for a LOAN worth twice as 
much. Starting with a minimum of $250, for every $1 of 
your Austudy benefit you trade in you can borrow $2. 
Here is also your first problem. You were getting the 
money you are using for the trade in for free, because 
you , are studying. Now, you are still studying but all of a 
sudden they allow you to give them back the money they 
said you were entitled to (the original $2000 trade in) 
plus you can pay them back $4000 you borrowed from 
them. So, from them giving you $2000 you are giving ■ 
them $6000. It does not really sound like “more money 
to study” ^ter all. 


The second point they make in the guide is that they 
offer you this loan with “NO REAL RATE OF INTEREST”. 
However, after the $2000 you have just forgone to get the 
loan in the first place, it is not really a huge sacrifice on 
their part. Also, the loan is stiU indexed to the CPI, so the 
Government does not need to set an interest rate; market 
functions are doing it for them. 

They do give you a five year moratorium on the repay- 
ment of your loan. After which they start taking it out of 
your tax at 2% p.a. It is stated that ‘no repayment is re- 
quired to the Government if your taxable income is below 
that year’s minimum level. If you never earn more than 
the year’s minimum you never repay the supplement 
back’. This gamble on their part is really not very seri- 
ous. A quick glance at statistics showing average earn- 
ings for tertiary graduates puts them above the minimum 
level practically from the first year of work. For the few 
undergraduates that cannot find a job it is valuable, how- 
ever. 

Any repayments made within the first five years of tak- 
ing the loan are met with a 15% discount on the loan. 
However, most combined courses at the ANU take 5 years 
to complete, which means you will be at university for 
those five years anyway. If you can afford to repay 
$3400 the same year you borrowed $4000 to live and 
study on, you have either invested the money in your 
shelf company, bought some rather lucrative shares or • 
will be finding yourself in gaol soon afterwards. If you 
are just a run of the mill student, the whole concept be- 
comes a little unrealistic.

There’s also an Amie Weekend (with four 
Schwarzenegger action classics), an Asian film 
festival, a Cary Grant night, two Woody Allen 
doubles (includinghis excellent new film Hus- 
bands and Wives) and classics like Kubrick’s 
Paths of Glory, Coppola’s The Conversation 
and David Lynch’s Eraserhead. 


Screenings are at 8 pm, except Sundays when 
screenings start at 1 .30 pm. After 0-Week we 
screen every Tuesday and Thursday, and we 
alternate Friday plus Sunday screenings one 
week with Saturday screenings the next. 

For those who are new to campus, or simply 
new to the Film Group, this is how we operate: 
anyone can join, student or non-student, al- 
though most of our members are students. You 
only have to join once and after that you can 
attend any screening (on a first-come, first- 
served basis, although we do try to rescreen very 
popular films on Sunday evenings).

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HOW TO SAVE MONEY ON BUS PARES WITHOUT REALLY TRYING 


ACTION, the Canberra bus service, 
runs .several services between Uni- 
versity districts and city centres, 
and allows full-time tertiary stu- 
dents a 50% fare concession. If you 
live any great distance from the 
University, you will probably have 
realised by this time that Canber- 
ra's layout can pose some problems 
for long-distance travel without a 
car: if a car or car pool is out of 
the question and you do not want what 
is left of your AUSTUDY to go in 
transport costs, here are some ways 
to save money on the bus routes. 

Think before you ride A lot of 
trouble with buses can be avoided by 
simply thinking through and plan- 
ning your routes beforehand: it is 
very embarrassing (not to mention 
expensive) to take a two-bus route 
via an interchange for months before 
finding out that a direct route was 
availible. The ACTION Bus Book is a 
guide that lists all the services 
ACTION provides in the Canberra 
area, as well as things like fare 
schedules and other details, and is 
probably your best resource in 
finding out exactly what routes 
service your area and which will cut 
your travel time the most (it also 
neatly doubles as a map) . The latest 
edition came out in February and has 
a recommended retail price of $2.00. 

If you live in the Civic area arid 
study at ANU, remember to take 
advantage of odds and ends like the 
free Downtowner shuttle around the 
City area. 

Use your concession card. At the 
present time ACTION chargesno fee 
for issuing a concession card, which 


is valid until, the end of February 
the following year. The card can be 
obtained from the ACTION shopfront 
in Civic if you present your student 
card there, or from the ACTION stall 
in O-Week. You will have to pay full 
fare if you cannot produce a conces- 
sion card on demand. It is a bad idea 
to lose it, and a good idea to get 
it laminated at the City shopfront 
or the interchanges. (ACTION may 
begin charging for replacing lost 
cards during the year) . 

Take a good look at the different 
ways to pay. As well as cash fares, 
ACTION offers' five different forms 
of pre-purchased tickets. Please 
.remember that lost or stolen tickets 
will not be refunded or replaced 

(TO 

Paying cash. Don't. You would be 
paying almost double what you would 
pay for Fare Go tickets, and over the 
course of an academic year you would 
probably save a hundred dollars over 
any other form of ticket. 

Fare Go tickets . The cheapest 
option for anyone travelling twice 
a day or less: the cost breaks are 
very pronounced. Fare Go is also the 
best idea for occasional users of 
buses for whom buying passes will 
not be cost-effective, and a book 
tucked into the wallet can come in 
handy for when your car breaks down 
or your lift does not show. 

Weekly, monthly and quarterly 
tickets . The big advantage of these 
types of ticket, which becomes more 
obvious on the four-trips-a-day 
table, is that they are not single 
use goods. They are still not cost- 
effective if you do not plan to do 


a lot of bus travelling (two trips 
a day mean Fare Go is still cheaper) 
but at four or more trips they begin 
to save you money. They are at their 
most valuable when aLl your travel 
is done by bus. This is actually only 
available to students .Beware of 
buying a ticket you will not end up 
using. For example, don't buy a 
quarterly f or ’ a period taking in 
holidays where you will be out of 
state, do not bother with a weekly 
ticket at the end of a week (since 
they run from Monday to Sunday and 
you would only get a couple of days' 
use out of it; ditto for monthlies 
and calendar months) . 

Daily tickets. These are offi- 
cially known as "day/sightseer tick- 
ets". These get very expensive in 
the long term, and they only really 
come into their own if you are going 
to be doing a lot of one-off 
intensive travel on the one day 
(like house-hunting or shopping) . 
Otherwise the longer-term tickets 
are better value. 

And one more thing. If you are 
paying tax, hang onto your ticket 
stubs and old passes after they are 
used up. Do not forget that bus fares 
to and from campus aredeductible as 
education expenses.

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At the time I was writing this article last 
year, the future of the Fact and Fantasy Safe Sex 
Diary was being hotly discussed. It appears it 
was too hot to handle and was ultimately 
banned. I am pleased to see that the Family 
Planning Association has since found a way of 
printing the diary. 

Education of any description should be 
sensitively approached, but sex, given its incred- 
ibly ambivalent role in this society is bound to 
offend some. So I warn you now, THE FOL- 
LOWING INFORMATION MAY OFFEND, 
CAUSE YOU TO BECOME PROMISCU- 
OUS OR AT LEAST GO BLIND! 

ON THE OTHER HAND, IT MAY HELP YOU 
UNDERSTAND YOURSELF A LITTLE BET- 
TER AND GIVE YOU SOME KNOWLEDGE 
AND SKILLS TO ASSIST YOU IN TAKING 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR YOUR OWN 
SEXUAL HEALTH. 

DIGEST WITH CARE. 


Coming to university for the first time can 
be an exciting experience. It’s often our first 
taste of freedom from family and home. We are 
exposed to people and ideas that may challenge 
our particular upbringing. We may feel that / 
these challenges create uncenainty about , i 
what we should and should not do.

Listen carefully to your feelings. Are \ 1 r 
they about what others will think of you or \l\ 
about what YOU think? Having a sexual 
relationship with someone can mean any- 
thing from the intimacy of kissing and touch- ^ 
ing to sexual intercourse. Whatever, it’s your 
choice. You may decide that a sexual relation- 
ship is not right for you right now. Check how 
easy you feel about what you’re doing. 

Are you enjoying it or is there an uncomfortable 
edge there? 

In checking out what you really feel it’s 
often useful to t^ to someone you trust — a 
friend, or a counsellor. The university has a 
counselling unit where you will find skilled and 
friendly counsellors offer a confidential service. 


A yes to having sex is far more than just 
the bonk. Whether you are straight or gay or 
somewhere in between, with one partner or 
many, twice a year, twice a day, you will need to 
arm yourself with knowledge and behaviours 
which will ensm^ your sex is healthy. 


These days sex seems to be a very risky 
business. Not only can there be an unplanned 
pregnancy, but you could catch an STD (Sexu- 
ally Transmitted Disease) and not even Imow 
that you’ve got it! 


As with other aspects of health, our sexual 
health is our responsibility. It involves knowing 
yourself, communicating your feelings to your 
partner and listening to your partner’s feelings. It 
involves knowing about the risks of sex and 
being prepared to reduce those risks. 


Ah yes, I hear it now. Safe sex is only for 
gays. And everyone knows that modem girls are 
^1 on the Pill so we don’t have to worry about 
contraception. And if there’s a slip up, there’s 
always the Morning After Pill. Hmmm, it only it 
were as simple as that. 

The reality is that the occurrence of sexu- 
ally transmitted diseases is on the rise in Aus- 
tralia. So your behaviour may be a health hazard. 
With safer sex practices however, you can 
minimise that hazard. 

SAFE SEX is firsdy doing it because it’s 
right for YOU. And, it’s ensuring that bodily 
fluids that could contain the HIV/AIDS virus, 
that is semen, vaginal fluids and blood, do not 
enter your bloodstream. There are a number of 
ways of avoiding this transfer: 


Condoms protect you from the AIDS virus 
(HTV) by preventing semen and vaginal fluids 
from entering our bodies. 








If you are not one hundred percent sure you and/ 
or your partner are free from infection, you 
should dways use a condom when you have anal 
or vaginal sex. 

Most people agree that wearing a conoom makes 
sense, but when it comes right down to it they 
have trouble actually raising the subject (pardon 
the pun!) with a new partner. It can be a bit 
embarrassing. Try to bring it up before things 
get too hot and while there’s still time to run to 
the after hours chemist to buy one ... or two ... 
Telling your partner “I always practice safe sex” 
is clear (and reassuring); bring your own con- 
doms. 

Go ahead and suggest it - you’ll probably find 
that they were trying to find a way to ask you! 
Don’t forget to store condoms in a cool, dry 
place. Heat damages condoms. 


Lollyes - latex on lips - are a super thin 6" 
X 8" latex square used for vaginal and anal oral 
protection. They have a pleasant vanilla smell 
and a soft, stretchy feel. 

Spread the Lollyes over the vaginal and/or anal 
area, making sure you don’t swap a Lollyes in 
between these areas as this could transmit dis- 
eases. Don’t swap sides either - some people 
mark one side with a felt pen to avoid confusion. 
A little water-based lube on the body side adds 
to the sensation. 

Lollyes are available at the AIDS Council and 


There are more ways of enjoying sex than 
just having intercourse. You have to be certain 
that semen, vaginal fluids and blood are not 
passed from one person to another, and this is 
possible with non-penetrative sex. Every part of 
you can be sexually sensitive so try kissing, 
massage, touching and stroking to orgasm - your 
imagination is your only limit. Body fluids on 
the rest of your body (as long as the skin is 
unbroken) are OK, so masturbating with each 
other is fine. 


So you’ve decided to say no, but you still 
want to keep seeing this person as a friend. 
Tricky. You could try pointing out all the lovely 
things you like about that person and why they 
are your friend and that you’re not ready for sex 
at that moment. You could simply say ‘no 
thanks’. 

And boys, you have a bit of a reputation for 
thinking that when a girl says ‘no’, she’s only 
playing hard to get. Not necessarily so. It’s 
crucial that boys understand when a girl says 
‘no’, she means it 


HIV/AIDS can be passed from person to 
^ person during sex, through semen, vaginal 
secretions and blood. So if you have oral sex 
‘penis in vagina’ sex or ‘penis in anus’ sex 
w, \ with someone who is HIV positive, you 
1 \ could be at risk of catching the AIDS 
1 virus. 

And the trouble is, your sexual partner will 
§ / not walk in with his or her sexual history 
f / implanted on their forehead for you to 
^ / check. In other words, you cannot tell, just 
by looking, if a person is HTV positive. In 
fy addition, many people who have the virus, 

/ look and feel healthy for a long time, but as 
they are carrying the virus they can pass it on to 
others. 

AIDS Prevention 

Remember, you don’t just catch AIDS, 
you have to let someone give it to you. It is yoiu" 
responsibility to look after yourself. And Kaz 
Cooke in her ‘Modem Girl’s Guide to Safe Sex’ 
puts the options so succinctly: 

* we decide not to bonk at all, 

* we bonk regardless and leave ourselves open 
to a smorgasbord of 

infections, 

* or we take precautions. 


If you’re worried that you may have been 
at risk of HIV, you may consider being tested for 
the antibodies to the virus. The test can be done 
in. a doctor’s surgery such as the ANU Health 
Centre or the Family Planning Clinic or at the 
Gilmore Centre in Woden Valley Hospital. 
Wherever you go, make sure the service offers 
pre and post test counselling. It is important that 
you be given all the information you need about 
what being HIV positive means, about support 
groups and further medical advice. 


If you are sexually active and have missed 
a period, you may be pregnant. You can have a 
pregnancy test at either a doctor. Family Plan- 
ning, or from a chemist. 

If you need to talk to someone about termina- 
tion, you could contact the ANU Health Centre, 
the Abortion. Counselling Service or Family 
Planning. These services will also be able to 
advise you on the Moming-After-Pill (useful up

to 72 hours, but the earlier the better, after 
unprotected intercourse) and contracepdon 
to stop you from becoming pregnant. 

STDs 

The other sexually transmitted 
diseases (stds) are also passed from person 
to person during sexual aedvity. Clearly, 
the more unprotected sex you have the 
more at risk you are of contraedng an std. 
All of these infections need to be treated 
by a doctor as they may become very 
serious. Most can be treated simply, al- 
though some, like herpes and HIV/AIDS, 
cannot be cured. Some have little or no 
symptoms. Some do. 

Look out for the following signs which 
could indicate infection: 

* itching around the genital area, 
painful sores or blisters on the genitals or 
anus or around the mouth 

* unusual discharges/smells froth 
penis or vagina 

* warts around the penis and/or 
anus;warts around the vulva and up inside 
the vaginal and cervix are difficult to see 

* painful peeing 

* continual tiredness 

* sore throat 


Moderate uses of legal drugs includ- 
ing alcohol, often enhance our sociability 
and help us enjoy ourselves. Excessive use 
is a total health hazard. Among other 
nasties, it can cause us to be unable to 
acknowledge our better judgement. We are 
then more likely to engage in activities that 
are not right for us and to hell with any 
thoughts of safe sex. 

Our judgement is also adversely affected 
by illegal drugs. 

People who inject drugs run a huge risk of 
contracting HTV/AIDS and Hepatitis B if 
they share needles. 

If you are thinking of injecting drugs, 

1. think about the consequences 

2. use a fresh needle and syringe every 
time (available from the needle exchange 
and AIDS BUS on campus on fnday 
nights near the Union) 

3. if you can’t possibly find a fresh needle, 
use the 2x2x2 method for cleaning: 

flush needle and syringe twice with 
COLD water 

flush needle and syringe twice with 
household bleach 

flush twice more with water 

4. finally, dispose of your fit thoughtfully, 
preferably in a needle disposal unit, lo- 
cated in Union toilets; or, use the needle 
exchange at the AIDS BUS. 

The AIDS BUS will also provide you with 
free condoms and talk - if that’s what you 
want. Look out for it.

AFFECTION WITHOUT INFECTION 

A week or so ago I spoke with three young women. All in first year, all intelligent, articulate and 
looking forward to getting into their chosen fields of study. I introduced myself to them, handed 
them safe sex pamphlets and sticker; and free condoms and lube, and we got talking. One by one 
their experiences tumbled out, hesitantly at first and then like a torrent. Previously unexpressed to 
each other, they now shared the pain they had experienced and the problems that linger^. 

All three had been pregnant last yeai One had been drunk; her first sexual experience; three and a 
half months later she miscarried. 

One was raped by a man she went out with; pregnant, she miscarried after six weeks. 

And the final young woman was raped by a teacher; pregnant, she took herself off to Sydney for 
an abortion. 

‘The worst thing about it’, one women explained, ‘was the feeling of being out of control’. The 
others agreed, ‘I seemed to have no control when it happened and now I have no control over the 
feelings that come up everyday’. 

As Campus AIDS Worker I am most concerned about the experiences of these women from a 
number of angles. The emotional trauma associated with such experiences must be horrendous 
and very difficult to come to terms with. The feeling of being out of control is not a positive start 
to their future sexual relationships. The fact that safer sex was not a factor in any of the relation- 
ships described to me is cause for great concern. No condoms meant three unexpected pregnan- 
cies. It may also have caused numerous sexually transmitted diseases (STDs). It may also have 
led to infection by HTV, the ADDS virus. 

So what does all this mean for you? I guess it depends on who you are, what sex you are, what 
your sexual preference is, what your sexual experiences have been, what sort of sexual knowledge 
you have, whether you liveat home or away from home, in college or wherever. Your response 
will vary. From my point of view, we’re all vulnerable, we all m^e mistakes, we all take risks. 

My job is to attempt to provide you with the wherewithaU to make informed decisions about your 
sexual behaviour. Over the coming year I shall be organising articles in Woroni each fortnight 
focussing on a different aspect of safe sex and safe using. I am also available for discussions with 
groups or one-to-one; I haveplenty of resources such as videos, pamphlets and a thorough knowl- 
edge of who to refer you to in relation to sexual health; I can organise sexual health weeks, help 
with related assignments and take on student placements; I can assist you to involve your group / 
club in some form of HIV awareness eg. debating, drama. My phone nuihber is 2493604 and I 
am located in H block (near the Menzies Library). 

In the meantime, during thisheady O Week period, keep your wits about you and make decisions 
you will feel good about nexlday. Think about your vulnerabilities eg. loss of control with a load 
of alcohol on board, and make plans in advance to ensure you take care of yourself - make every 
second drink non-alcoholfc for instance, carry a condom, keep one under your pillow, practice 
using a condom properly. Pin a safe sex poster in your rooni or on the back of Ae loo door - give 
your friends the non-verbal message that you’re aware. Talk to your friends about how they

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Where to eat in Canberra 


For those people who are new to nation ’s capital or 
who have managed to insulate themselves within 
one of our illustrious colleges for their whole time 
here: the following is an attempt to summarise 
where to go for decent food at decent prices. We 
would have said something about decent service 
but hey this is Canberra after all. 

Cafe Pronto - Lonsdale St Braddon 
Offers pretty good Italian food, especially anti- 
pasto — the best and cheapest in town, garlic bread 
and chicken marsala. The pastas are bottomless bu t 
too creamy for my taste and the coffee is average. 
They also do really good group deals and incred- 
ibly enough have consistent fast, friendly and 
efficient service — wow! 

Tudo - O’Connor shops 

When you get that urge for food during essay times 
but don’t want anything as heavy as a pizza or a 
hamburger, try the Tudo springrolls. For under $5 
you can get 8 tasty rolls with carrot sauce to stem 
the rumblings. Try also the cubed beef and pork 
and king prawns. While smaller in size the food is 
much better than the O’Connor Viet around the 
comer. The Vietnamese breakfasts on Sundays are 
probably worth a try as well.. 

McDonalds - several locations 
A decent hamburger joint, best value are the Combo 
meals: burger, chips, drink for $4.50 - $4.75 and 
the soft-serve cones for a 30c. Try the Big Mac with 
the tangy special sauce. I predict big things for this 
place. 

Cafe Della Piazza - Garema Place 
If you can bear the pretentiousness of the regulars 
(almost as many student politicians as the Gods ) 
the food is pretty decent, especially the main courses 
and the iced tea. Sitting outside is de rigeur but 


daggy hungry people fare fine inside. The serving 
staff of both sexes are fairly cute, apparently an 
interview for a job consists of asking your star sign 
and your willingness to wear a short skirt (fe- 
males). 

Caphs — Manuka 

Caphs has good decor, decent food and outra- 
geously bad service. For a safe if not inspiring 
eating in Manuka it’s a good bet. The food is tasty, 
the menu long standing, but- with an interesting 
blackboard, and if you are brave and rich, try the 
Veal Mogambo. For you smokers it is also a rare 
haven where you can pollute your meal in safety, 
non-smokers do have a separate section. 


A rare haven with at least 18 restaurants (I’ve 
counted). La Rustica has great pasta and mains, if 
a bit on the salty side, and decent service, if a bit 
slow. Santa Lucia is a classic Italian, red checked 
cloths, candles in chianti bottles and a sweet Italian 
guy running the show, try the green prawns, baby 
octopus and veal marsala. La Campana has good 
pizza and a lively atmosphere. Cafe Leela is very 
trendy for Sunday coffee and foccacia. I’ve heard 
the Thai there is good but can’t cite personal 
authority. 


I can’t remember the street but it’s visible from 
McDonalds. Quite afew good restaurants try them 
all. Tokyo Tepinyaki is a bit expensive but fun, 
Bellalucis same story. Try the Yum Cha at the Vew 
Shanghai, it’s pretty good value and great if you’re 
prepared to be adventurous, although the chicken 
feet aren’t worth the adrenalin. For a cheaper eat 
try one of the good noodle houses. 


Everyone goes to Lebanese for their takeaway roll, 
but few have discovered the joy of platters. Fo 
around $18 get a platter for two, it will feed 3 or ‘■ 
of you and gives a great variety of tastes, its alsc 
filling. Try Glebe Park, its more expensive thai 
Civic but you can take your platter into the Pari 
and enjoy a pleasant hands-on picnic with you: 
friends. 

Cafes 

For good meals and pleasant decor at prices that are 
cheap for restaurants, but expensive for students 
try Cafe Barocca, near Fringe Benefits, or the 
Gods Cafe. Barocca, like its namesake is very 80’s 
but pleasant. Gods is conveniently located and has 
great pencils, but unless you are on the Union 
Board or having an affair with a waiter, your 
chance of service at peak hour is very low. 


Finally, if you’re living at home or at Johns and 
Mummy and Daddy give you lots of money, or if 
you’re a hungry campus drug dealer, a good deal is 
at the Sunday lunches at the Hyatt's Promenade 
Cafe. They have specials featuring the food of 
various countries, but the best food is at their 
normal buffet lunches. The quality is terrific and 
the variety enormous. The price is about $25-30 a 
head which is a lot of money by anyone’s smd- 
ards, but I can usually fit in about 8 courses of 
restaurant quality food which ends up being good 
value. 

By the time that you have eaten at all of these places 
you will probably have finished your degree and be 
ready to start reading Leo Scofield’s reviews (he 
may have even payed off his lawsuit by then) Oh 
Yeah, everyone’s lobster was superb!

1992 was a good year for the Cruel 
Sea ARIA nominations, a long and 
triumphant tour with the Bad Seeds 
and critical and commercial success 
for the re-release of This Is Not The 
Way Home must have been pretty 
exciting and provided a lot of 
memories. Right? Guitarist James 
Cruikshank put me back in my box 
with four short words:"It’s all a blur.” 

The Cruel Sea will be touring unis 
around Australia during the various 
0-Weeks; they play the ANU on 
Februaiy 24th, supported by 
sometime Beast of Bourbon Kim 
Salmon and his Surrealists. The last 
time they were here, they supported 
Nick Cave; I was there and saw a 
fairly uninterested audience ("I don’t 
think Cave is God, but I do think he’s 
very talented” — yes, they weren’t all 
sycophants!) slowly but surely get 
into the Cruel Sea’s swinging 
mixture of surf, country, rock, blues. 
By the end of the set they has almost 
forgotten Mr Cave. 

Despite the frenetic activity, the 
Cruel Sea have had time to write a 
follow-up to This Is Not The Way 
Home on tour; they’ve also found 
time to record it, release a single 
{Black Stick — see opposite for 
review), and embark on another tour 
so far this year, and the pace doesn’t 
seem about to slacken. 

“Yeah, well my dad tells me that 
when things are going smoothly 
you're going downhill [!] so we’re all 
trying to keep challenging ourselves.” 

One way the band challenge 
themselves is through their very 
catholic tastes. Cruikshank admits to 
still being a music fan who. goes to 
see bands. Curiously the last band 
that impressed him was the 
Disposable Heroes of Hiphoprisy. “ 


[They’re] fucking great; they i sed 
technology really well: a live 

drummer and really interesting 
backing tapes. This made me think 
we could make the Cruel Sea ...well, 
not a techno band, but there are bits 
of technology you can use subtly 
which I’d like to investigate.” 

There’s a certain logic in this. The 
shift in music over the last decade 
towards more use of “found sound” — 
sampling and the way songs are 
constructed from scraps of others — 
is reflected in the Cruel Sea’s sound. 
Their eclectic tastes are not used in 
samples however; they simply let 
them influence the way they 
construct the song and play their 
instruments. 

“Yeah, well that’s just it. You have 
to be very careful about using 
something else. And it was more for 
a live thing; we’ve used a lot of 
percussion on this record. We had 
this percussion guy come in and he 
was really good. It was something he 
really wanted to do — all this spooky 
reggae stuff we’ve been doing — and 
he was really at home with all this 
samp'.er stuff. He has a bit of an 
effect on how we thought about 
things and how we could approach 
things live. It’d be good to start 
making more of a show for people ... 
I’m starting to feel a bit limited. I’ve 
only got two hands and only x 
amounts of instruments, and I’m 
starting to feel that it would be good 
to explore more sounds.” 

So what is the secret of avoiding 
repetition? What have you got that 
keeps you open "and willing to 
experiment? 

“We’re a fucking lazy band."

Once Murphy's election is achieved, the 
film fails into a maudlin hole from which 
it does not emerge for the next hour 
and a half, it's obvious what he is trying 
to do. but it just does not come off. The 
breathless pace the film tries to establish 
is never achieved and several sight 
gags fall flat. 


Apart from Stowe and the unexpectedly 
hunky Day-Lewis, the big (unlisted) star is 
the scenery: the deep thick forests, 
precipitous mountain ledges, still 
streams. The sequences are more per- 
suasive than any argument as to why 
we should seek to preserve our forests.

Kevin Costner is his cheesy self, which for 
once fits right in.

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Unforgiven 

Clint Eastwood ploys o clapped out old 
gunfightturned hog formerwho is hired by 
the town's oppressed womenfolk to re- 
venge o brutal mutilation. It is o fairly mea- 
gre plot on which to hang an two and a 
half hour film. Being producer, director 
and star, perhaps Clint had no one to tell 
him that we'd have enough and it was 
time to actually hit the trail, or cut twenty 
minutes. 

Word on the streets is that this film is some 
sort of penance by Clint for the Dirty Harry 
films and it is meant to subvert the tradi- 
tions of the genre. Some of the violence, is 
horrible; not glorified, not swaggering, not 


funny. But there are not many traditions 
subverted: as with all Westerns, venge- 
ance wins the day. Our hero is apparently 
made of teflon— witness the sequence 
where two assassins flee the scene pur- 
sued by at least eight men with guns, 
each of whom get two or three shots off 
without so much as nicking one of the 
horses. When Clint uses violence, particu- 
larly for a good personal reason (which 
evidently makes all the difference) it is 
quite all rightforitto be glorified. swagger- 
ing or funny. He can do whatever he likes 
because his heart is pure, got it? 

Despite much whingeing over the ideo- 
logical matters. UnforgIven retains it's ba- 
sic integrity. It is slower, more low-key than 
your average Western and less romanti- 
cised— not to be confused with nitty-gritty 
realism. With all the guns being waved 
around there is an air of uncertainty, a 
feeling that anything could happen and 
the coPisequences could be immense. 
Some parts are a little stock; like the boy 
who has never killed (but pretended to be 
a seasoned gun-fighter) being shocked 
to his foundations by the enormity of the 
act when he actually did it. All this has it's 
place. You could do worse than spend 
your money on this film. 


A Few Good Men 

Just as Days of Thunder was Top Gun on 
the ground, this film is Top Gun in a court 
room, with Tom Cruise as a brilliant, arro- 
gant, cocky young hotshot marine law- 
yer. It is his first case: two marines inadvert- 
ently murdered another marine in the 
course of a revenge prank. 

Tom is pressured to plea bargain the case 
but he demands that justice be done and 
away we go. In between endless softball 
practices, he shows his female superior 
officer how it is done while trying to outrun 
the shadow of his great father. 

The film is a classic courtroom drama none- 
theless, we get a number of star turns: 
Jack Nicholson as a simmering psycho. 
Kiefer Sutherland, Kevin Bacon; and Tom 
Cruise's ten-second Jack Nicholson im- 
personation alone is worth the price of 
admission.
